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June  Agricultural  Trade  Surplus 
Narrows  -  The  June  agricultural  trade 
surplus  dipped  to  its  lowest  point  this 
fiscal  year  at  $1.1  billion,  but  was  still  $10 
million  greater  than  last  June.  Export 
value  decreased  7  percent,  and  imports 
advanced  slightly.  The  cumulative 
surplus  for  fiscal  1994  (October  1993  to 
June  1994)  was  $13.5  billion,  7  percent 
below  the  same  period  last  year  (table  3). 

Exports  Drop  -  Agricultural  exports  of 
$3.3  billion  were  down  $254  million  from 
May,  but  5  percent  higher  than  June 
1993.  Month-to-month  declines  in  many 
bulk  commodity  shipments  contributed  to 
the  reduction.  June  beef  shipments  fell  7 
percent  in  value,  but  were  up  7  percent 
for  the  fiscal  year  to  date.  This  reflects 
increased  imports  by  Asian  countries. 

Fruit  export  value  advanced,  and  was  23 
percent  higher  than  June  1993.  October- 
June  fruit  shipments  of  $1 .8  billion  were 
10  percent  greater  than  last  year.  Total 
October-June  agricultural  exports  were 
$33.3  billion,  only  $54  million  less  than  a 
year  earlier. 

Poultry  meat  export  value  gained  slightly 
from  the  previous  month.  June  shipments 
were  valued  70  percent  above  June  1993, 
pushing  the  year-to-date  total  to  just  over 
$1  billion,  41  percent  above  fiscal  1993. 
Shipments  to  the  former  Soviet  Union 
continued  at  record  levels,  with  year-to- 
date  fresh  and  frozen  chicken  shipments 
reaching  245,000  tons. 

Wheat  shipments  declined  260,000  tons 
in  June  to  2  million  tons;  343,000  tons 
below  June  1993.  Egypt  purchased 
540,000  tons,  and  Japan  277,000  tons. 
Global  demand  for  U.S.  wheat  continues 
to  be  weak  due  to  the  poor  quality  of  the 
1993-94  crop.  Fiscal  year-to-date 
exports  of  23  million  tons  trailed  last 
year’s  by  16  percent. 

Com  exports  totaled  2.2  million  tons, 
362,000  tons  above  May.  Japan 
imported  783,000  tons,  the  lowest  for 
June  since  1986.  Taiwan  imported 
359,000  tons,  and  shipments  to  Mexico 
fell  slightly  to  236,000  tons.  Short  U.S. 
supplies  have  created  opportunities  for 
other  producers.  Unit  values  for  fiscal 
1994  to  date  were  $18  per  ton  above  the 
same  period  last  year.  Year-to-date 
corn  shipments  were  25  million  tons,  26 
percent  behind  fiscal  1993. 


Soybean  exports  continued  their  6-month 
decline,  sliding  3  percent  in  June  to 
728,000  tons.  Shipments  were  23 
percent  below  June  1993.  Short  global 
supplies  were  reflected  in  a  16-percent 
rise  in  unit  values.  Cumulative  fiscal  1994 
exports  were  23  percent  below  last  year 
at  13.6  million  tons. 

Cotton  exports  decreased  in  June,  but 
were  nevertheless  unusually  high  for  the 
month,  double  June  1993.  Purchases  by 
China  were  largely  responsible  for  the 
increase.  Tight  world  supplies  boosted 
prices.  October-June  shipments  of  1.2 
million  tons  were  34  percent  over  last 
year's. 

Imports  Stable-  Agricultural  imports 
increased  $12  million  in  June,  but  were  7 
percent  less  than  a  year  earlier.  Banana 
import  value  fell  20  percent  to  $92  million, 
although,  value  was  down  only  slightly 
from  June  1993.  Rising  coffee  prices 
continued  to  push  import  value  up,  rising 
$34  million  to  $160  million  although 
quantity  rose  only  4  percent.  Wheat 
imports  from  Canada  fell  by  54,000  tons. 
Tobacco  imports  jumped  $32  million,  to 
$74  million,  although  they  were  still  16 
percent  below  last  June.  Imports  of  cattle 
rose  for  the  month,  but  were  down  sharply 
compared  with  June  1993,  as  shipments 
from  Canada  fell.  Cumulative  import 
value  was  $19.8  billion,  unchanged  from 
last  fiscal  year.  (Tom  Capehart,  202-219- 
1262) 

Record  Summer  Cotton  Exports  in 
FY94~Unexpected  shortfalls  in 
overseas  cotton  production  led  to  a 
surge  of  U.S.  sales  in  FY  1994.  Pests 
reduced  marketing  year  1993-94  cotton 
production  in  India,  Pakistan,  and 
China.  Each  country,  especially  China, 
cut  exports  and  increased  imports.  U.S. 
cotton  exports  typically  follow  a  strong 
seasonal  pattern  of  very  slow  summer 
sales.  However,  China's  late  season 
purchase  of  about  1  million  bales  was 
largely  contracted  for  shipment  before 
August  1994.  U.S.  June  cotton  exports 
totaled  168,000  tons.  This  surpassed 
the  previous  June  record  of  149,000 
tons  set  in  1980.  This  June,  76,000 
tons  went  to  China.  In  1980,  China  also 
accounted  for  most  of  the  unusually 
high  summer  shipments.  (Stephen
